City Council has given the 
go-ahead for a loan appli- 
cation to fund a pilot tiny 
house village in Valley 
West’s Aldergrove area. 

The “micro-village” 
transitional housing com- 
munity, proposed by Coop- 
eration Humboldt, would 
include 15 tiny houses, 
and would be funded by 
the State of California 
Encampment’ Resolution 
Funding Program. 


The loan would help 
fund the village through 
June 2024, and is seen as 
a possible way of drawing 
campers out of nearby Carl- 
son Park. The funds could 
help rehouse campers and 
restore the landscape along 
the Mad River, whose envi- 
ronment has been heavily 
impacted by campsites. 

Aldergrove may not be 
the final site; public out- 
reach is planned to iden- 
tify alternatives before a

ning Commission is asking the Board of Supervisors for 


policy guidance. 


Potential changes in permitting are outlined in a letter 
to the board and were discussed during the December 16 


commission meeting. 


As stated in the letter, there’s “increasing public con- 
cern” about cultivation permit approvals. 

The most vexing are permit applications still pending 
under the county’s first cannabis ordinance, which has 
fewer conditions than the county’s second ordinance. 

The first ordinance doesn’t set road standards and al- 
lows applicants to complete a “self-evaluation form” at- 
testing to the condition of access roads.

HUMBOLDT —- Hum- 
boldt County is in a hous- 
ing crisis. 

The county’s October 
ranking as Number 1 real 
estate market in Califor- 
nia may be good for real- 
tors and sellers, but the 
high prices and lack of 
new housing development 
means that there is sim- 
ply not enough housing to 
meet the need at any in- 
come level. 

We are also in a climate 
crisis. In Humboldt Coun- 
ty, 54 percent of green- 
house gas emissions come 
from transportation. Build- 
ing more housing close to 
jobs, services and retail will 
allow us to lower emissions 
by driving less and using 
mass transit and active 
transportation more. 

This approach can not 


only improve our quality of 
life but also work towards 
protecting our communi- 
ties from sea level rise and 
wildfire. 

With this in mind, the

Sabrina Miller of Cooperation Hum- 
boldt said those currently encamped in 
Carlson Park are eager to pitch in and 
make the new micro-shelter community 
work. 

In a November presentation by Coop- 
eration Humboldt, the project was de- 
scribed as including 15 units of detached 
bedrooms with 24-7 access and lockable 
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storage; on-site case management and 
links to health services; a village structure 
to reinforce existing community networks 
and help build relationships; community 
engagement expectations for residents: 
work on personal goals, community gover- 
nance, and/or village improvement/main- 
tenance; active participation in self-gover- 
nance; mediation training and community 
health worker training; and more. 

The grant app supports the council’s pri- 
ority projects for Fiscal Year 2020/2021 to 
identify comprehensive housing solutions. 


Wood | Urges vaccination to end pandemic

A “major” broadband 
service improvement proj- 
ect will be carried out on 
the North Coast over the 
next several years, Wood 
said, and there’s $7 billion 
in the state budget to open 
access to middle mile net- 
works which “should help 
with the last mile deploy- 
ment.” 

He noted the contribu- 
tions of Connie Stewart 
of the California Center 
for Rural Policy, which is 
headquartered at Hum- 
boldt State University. He 
said the center is a “huge 
resource to have in Hum- 
boldt County.” 

On wildfire prevention 
and preparedness, a ded- 
icated department for it 
within the Office of the 


State Fire Marshal will be 
created with Wood’s AB 9. 

“This is a_ significant 
shift on how we carry out 
this effort,” he said. “The 
challenge we’ve seen is that 
once the fire season starts, 
a lot of the folks who are 
working on fire prevention 
projects get pulled into the 
firefighting service.” 

Creating the department 
will “prevent these people 
from getting pulled away” 
and allow consistent, year- 
round service, Wood con- 
tinued. 

In 2022, Wood aims to 
create an Office of Health 
Care Affordability to track 
health care costs and pro- 
mote reducing them. 

To assist the state’s can- 
nabis industry, Wood seeks 
to expand opportunities for 


direct retail sales. That will 
include a renewed effort to 
allow sales at farmer’s mar- 
kets. 

Wood began his update 
by saying that pandem- 
ic challenges have had 
wide-ranging impacts. 
“The only way we're going 
to be able to find our way 
out of this pandemic and 
prevent future virus muta- 
tions is by getting as many 
people vaccinated as possi- 
ble,” he said. 

That statement spurred 
14 responses during a pub- 
lic comment session from 
people who have serious 
doubts about the safety 
and effectiveness of vac- 
cines. The comment period 
had to be cut off to accom- 
modate a time-set agenda 
item.

Commission Chair Alan Bongio wants 
that changed. He believes substandard 
roads could fail and are a liability issue. He 
supported the letter’s request for guidance 
on stricter road evaluation. 

“In the end, the public’s gonna be pay- 
ing for this when a fuel truck spills or 
there’s a bad accident and somebody’s 
killed — there’s gonna be lawsuits, there’s 
gonna be environmental issues,” Bongio 
said. “I’m trying to protect the people of 
Humboldt here.” 

He acknowledged that road upgrades 
will be expensive for cannabis farmers 
but “if it was any other industry, there’s 
wouldn't even be this question — there is 
no self-evaluation form for anything other 
than cannabis.” 

Use of wells for irrigation has also been 
“extremely controversial,” according to 
the letter. 

The commission recently began con- 
ditioning some permits on stopping well 
use during dry season months and using 
stored water instead. 

The letter notes that issue has spurred a 
de facto moratorium on approving permits 
with wells until “a more comprehensive 
policy is in place.” 

But Commissioner Thomas Mulder, 
who is a Southern Humboldt cannabis 
farm operator, said the county’s permit- 
ting rules do account for drought and a 
Drought Task Force can recommend scal- 
ing back cannabis cultivation if conditions 
call for it. 

“Trying to over-condition things is not 
our place, I believe there’s proper lan- 
guage to deal with this problem in the or- 
dinance,” Mulder said. 

The letter asks if the commission 
should require “substantial water storage” 
in combination with well use, and advises 
development of regulations on wells. 

Use of generators is another issue com- 
plicating permit approvals and the coun- 
ty’s first ordinance doesn’t place condi- 
tions on it. 

The Commission has been calling for 
transitions to renewable energy by the end 


of 2025 and the letter asks if that should 
become formal policy. 

During a public comment period, Na- 
talynne DeLapp of the Humboldt Growers 
Alliance said the letter is appreciated be- 
cause it promotes consistency. But there 
is concern about some of the suggested 
changes. 

On the roads issue, DeLapp noted that 
existing farms — including those that have 
been operating for many years — are among 
those that applied for permits under the 
first ordinance and “they've shown that 
they have roads capable of servicing a site.” 

She also questioned what the commis- 
sion expects to happen if a farm’s access 
roads don’t meet standards. 

“Are they supposed to rebuild an entire 
road network, or is the Planning Com- 
mission gonna tell the 1.0 operator that 
they’re no longer allowed to cultivate their 
site or that now they have to (relocate)?” 
she asked. 

Several cannabis farmers urged the 
commission not to “move the goalposts” 
on use of wells, as groundwater use was at 
one time encouraged as an alternative to 
stream diversions. 

DeLapp said that if water storage be- 
comes a formal requirement for wells, 
permit applicants should be given enough 
time to install it. 

After making some minor wording 
changes to a draft version of the letter, 
commissioners directed planning staff to 
send it the Board of Supervisors. 

Commissioner Melanie McCavour had 
asked if her request for maps showing 
where cannabis farms are located to deter- 
mine cumulative impacts should be men- 
tioned in the letter. 

Planning Director John Ford said 
there’s no need to have supervisors sign 
off on the maps. They’re in the process of 
being drafted by county planning staff and 
will be presented to the commission at its 
January 6 meeting. 

Ford added that farm site locations 
won't be specifically detailed to avoid hav- 
ing the maps used as “treasure maps” by 
thieves and robbers. 


Box cutter attack on 
EPD officer brings arrest

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Fatal fentanyl overdose leads to arrest 
of Hoopa man on manslaughter charge

HUMBOLDT - On Nov. 8, 2021, the 
Humboldt County Sheriff's Office (HCSO) 
responded to a residence in Weitchpec for 
the report of a 46-year-old female found 
deceased inside her home. 

Evidence located on scene led deputies 
to believe the cause of death was yy 
a fentanyl overdose. FZ 

In late November the toxicol- 
ogy results returned and con- 
firmed the cause of death as a 
fentanyl overdose. 

The Humboldt County Drug 
Task Force was contacted and 
initiated an investigation into 
the source of fentanyl. 

The HCDTF wrote three 
search warrants as part of this investiga- 
tion and obtained evidence identifying 
James Charles Williamson II, 30, Hoopa 
as the suspect who sold fentanyl to the 
decedent prior to the overdose. William- 
son already had four active arrest warrants 
in Humboldt County.

Community members 
who choose to observe the 
King Tides are urged to 
follow safety precautions 
around the water, and are 
reminded to follow these 
tips to safely observe the 
King Tides: 

¢ Pick a safe place away 
from large waves. There are 
plenty of safe places to ob- 
serve the tides at the Arcata 
Marsh & Wildlife Sanctu- 
ary. 

¢ Avoid jetties, rocks, 
logs and other slippery sur- 
faces. 

* Observe the tides from 
higher ground at the beach. 
Select an elevated view- 
point, like a cliff with an 
established safety barri- 
cade to watch the tides. Pay 
attention to all warnings to 
stay off the beach. Do not 
cross barricades or fences. 

¢ Always consider your 
safety before heading out 
close to the waves. Commu- 
nity members with slower 
response times are advised 
not to venture close to the 


“waves. 


¢ If you choose to ob- 
serve the tides at the edge 
of the surf, watch how far 
the waves are coming in 
and how volatile the ocean 
is before setting foot on the 
beach. When approaching 
the beach, get there using a 
route that is easy to retrace 
in case of an emergency. 

¢ Always keep an eye on 
the ocean. If on the beach, 
keep a safe distance from 
the waves. If a piece of land 
is dry, there is no guarantee 
it will stay that way. Walk 
diagonally on the beach so 
waves coming in from be- 
hind can be seen, and be 
ready to act fast as waves 
can come in rapidly and 
those in their path must re- 
act quickly. 

* Please be aware that 
shore birds may be seeking 
refuge in areas above the 
tide line, so do not flush 
them out in the process of 
observing the tides. 

The National Weather 
Service has information 
more about sneaker waves, 
high surf and other dan- 
gers that can be found at 
weather.gov/safety/rip- 
current-waves.
